GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  health  of  employees  and  nonemployees  in  the  Canal  Zone  and 
the  terminal  cities  has  continued  good. 

No  diseases  of  a  quarantinable  nature  originated  on  or  were 
brought  to  the  Isthmus  during  the  month. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 
Employees. 

The  following  statistics  are  based  upon  the  total  number  of  names 
appearing  on  the  pay  rolls  of  The  Panama  Canal  and  the  Panama 
Railroad  Co.  for  the  preceding  month,  which  was  29,847. 

Admissions  to  hospitals  and  quarters  numbered  999,  giving  a  rate 
of  401.65,^  as  compared  with  440.30  for  the  preceding  month,  and 
315.83  for  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year. 
.  The  constantly  noneffective  rate  was  10.47,  as  compared  with  a 
rate  of  10.78  for  the  preceding  month,  and  8  for  the  correspondi  ng 
period  of  last  year. 

Deaths  from  all  causes  numbered  16;  of  these  11  were  from  dis- 
ease, giving  a  rate  of  4.42  from  disease  alone,  as  compared  with  a 
rate  of  5.62  for  the  preceding  month  and  3.08  for  the  corresponding 
month  of  last  year. 

Diseases  causing  the  highest  admission  rates  to  hospitals,  in  the 
order  of  their  numerical  importance,  were  (1)  malaria,  (2)  venereal 

» AH  morbidity  and  mortality  rates  are  computed  as  equivalent  armual  per  1,000. 
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diseases,  (3)  tuberculosis,  (4)  influenza,  and  (5)  lymphadenitis. 
These  five  diseases  caused  33  per  cent  of  all  admissions  to  hospitals, 
malaria  alone  causing  12  per  cent,  and  venereal  diseases  11^  per 
cent  of  all  admissions. 

The  admission  rate  for  malaria,  hospitals  and  quarters,  was  21.31, 
as  compared  with  24.06  for  the  preceding  month,  and  5.48  for  the 
corresponding  month  of  last  year.  The  constantly  noneffective  rate 
from  malaria  was  0.67,  as  compared  with  0.81  for  the  preceding 
month,  and  0.24  for  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year. 

By  race. — ^For  disease  only,  the  admission  rate  to  hospitals  and 
the  death  rate  for  white  employees,  were  262.95  and  4.92,  respect- 
ively, as  compared  with  318.45  and  7.77  for  the  preceding  month, 
and  250.05,  and  none  for  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year.  For 
black  employees,  for  disease  only,  the  admission  rate  to  hospitals 
and  the  death  rate,  were  115.84  and  4.33,  respectively,  as  compared 
with  137.13  and  5.22  for  the  preceding  month,  and  65.  68  and  3.56 
for  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year. 

The  constantly  noneffective  rates  were  16.17  for  whites  and  9.35 
for  blacks. 

The  admission  rate  to  hospitals  and  quarters  for  malaria  was 
24.55  for  white  and  20.67  for  colored  employees,  as  compared  with 
18.12  for  white  and  25.14  for  colored  employees  for  the  preceding 
month,  and  7.65  for  whites  and  51.14  for  colored  employees  for  the 
corresponding  period  of  last  year. 

For  American  employees  the  admission  rate  to  hospitals  from 
disease  only  was  259.37,  as  compared  with  287.16  for  the  preceding 
month. 

Canal  Zone. 

The  civilian  population  of  the  Canal  Zone,  based  on  the  poUce 
census,  taken  as  of  June  10-30,  1917,  is  24,038.  From  this  popula- 
tion 25  deaths  occurred  during  the  month,  20  of  which  were  from 
disease,  giving  a  rate  of  9.98  from  disease  alone,  as  compared  with 
11.48  for  the  preceding  month,  and  7.73  for  the  corresponding  month 
of  last  year. 

Of  the  deaths  from  disease,  25  per  cent  occurred  among  children 
under  5  years  of  age,  as  compared  with  61  per  cent  for  last  month. 

Seventy  births  were  reported  during  the  month,  giving  a  rate  of 
34.94;  of  these  births,  25  were  white  and  45  colored. 

Four  deaths  occurred  among  children  under  1  year  of  age,  all 
colored,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate,  based  on  the  number  of 
births  reported  for  the  month,  of  none  for  white  and  89  for  colored 
children,  with  a  general  average  of  57  per  1,000  births. 

Of  the  total  births  reported,  4  per  cent  were  stillbirths. 

Panama  City. 

The  population  of  the  city,  as  shown  by  the  health  department 
census  of  June,  1917,  is  61,369;  in  this  population  is  included  ap- 
proximately 8,000  employees  of  The  Panama  Canal.  From  this 
population  154  deaths  occiured  during  the  month,  149  of  which 
were  from  disease,  giving  a  rate  of  29.13  from  disease  alone,  as  com- 


pared  with  32.46  for  the  preceding  month,  and  34.75  for  the  corre- 
sponding month  of  last  year. 

Of  the  total  deaths  from  disease,  50  per  cent  occurred  among 
children  imder  5  years  of  age,  as  compared  with  53  per  cent  for  the 
preceding  month.

Two  hundred  and  sixth-eight  births  were  reported  during  the 
month,  giving  a  rate  of  52.^.  Sixty-six  deaths  occurred  among 
children  under  1  year  of  age,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate,  based 
on  the  number  of  births  reported  for  the  month,  of  246.26. 

Of  the  total  births  reported,  7  per  cent  were  stillbirths. 

Colon. 

The  population  of  Colon,  as  shown  by  the  health  department 
census  of  June,  1917,  is  26,078;  in  this  population  is  included  ap- 
proximately 7,000  employees  of  The  Panama  Canal.  From  tms 
population,  53  deaths  occured  during  the  month,  52  of  which  were 
from  disease,  giving  a  rate  of  23.93  from  disease  alone,  as  compared 
with  26.69  for  the  preceding  month,  and  25.27  for  the  corresponding 
month  of  last  year. 

Of  the  total  deaths  from  disease,  ,50  per  cent  occurred  among 
children  under  5  years  of  age,  as  compared  with  53  per  cent  for  the 
preceding  month.

Eighty-seven  births  were  reported  during  the  month,  giving  a 
rate  of  40.03.  Seventeen  deaths  occurred  among  children  under  1 
year  of  age,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate,  based  on  the  number 
of  births  reported  for  the  month,  of  195.40. 

Of  the  total  births  reported,  3  per  cent  were  stillbirths. 


DIVISION  OF  HOSPITALS. 
Ancon  Hospital. 

The  total  admissions  to  the  hospital  during  the  month  numbered 
936,  as  compared  with  1,040  for  the  preceding  month,  and  731  for 
the  corresponding  i)eriod  of  last  year.  The  average  nimiber  of 
patients  constantly  in  the  hospital  during  the  month  was  514,  as 
compared  with  508  for  the  preceding  months  and  423  for  the  cor- 
responding period  of  last  year. 

The  average  length  of  stay  in  hospital  for  each  employee  admitted 
was  28.58  days. 

Forty-nine  cases  of  measles  were  admitted  against  13  in  October, 
26  in  September  and  46  in  August.  • 

Two  cases  of  chicken  pox  were  admitted  against  5  for  the  month 
of  October,  and  10  each  for  September  and  August. 

Three  cases  of  diphtheria  were  admitted  against  20  in  October 
and  22  in  September. 

Five  cases  of  pneumonia  were  admitted  against  14  in  October, 
with  but  1  death  occurring  as  against  6  in  October. 

One  case  of  scarlet  fever  was  admitted  during  the  month. 

Twelve  deaths  occurred  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  during  the 
month. 

Detailed  statistics  are  shown  under  Tables  VII,  VIII,  and  XIII. 

Corozal  Hospital. — During  the  month,  16  patients  were  admitted, 
3  died,  and  6  were  discharged.  The  average  number  of  patients 
cared  for  during  the  month  was  341,  as  compared  with  344  for  the 
preceding  month,  and  315  for  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year. 

Board  of  Health  Laboratory. — ^A  report  of  routine  operations  is  shown 
under  Table  XIII. 

Chronic  ward. — ^The  average  number  of  chronic  patients  cared  for 
during  the  month  was  33.33.  Five  patients  were  admitted  to,  and  3 
discharged  from  this  ward  during  the  month. 

Colon  Hospital. 

A  total  of  203  patients  were  admitted  to  the  hospital  during  the 
month,  as  compared  with  215  for  the  preceding  month,  and  155  for 
the  corresponding  month  of  last  year.  An  average  of  61  patients 
were  constantly  in  the  hospital  during  the  month,  as  compared  with 
55  for  the  preceding  month,  and  43  for  the  corresponding  month  of 
last  year. 

The  average  length  of  stay  in  hospital  for  each  employee  admitted 
was  6.97  days. 

Detailed  statistics  are  shown  under  Tables  VII,  VIII,  and  XIV. 

Palo  Seco  Leper  Asylum. 

The  average  number  of  patients  in  the  asylum  during  the  month 
was  67.  There  were  no  admissions  to  the  asylum  during  the  month, 
nor  no  deaths  occurred  among  the  inmates. 


Santo  Tomas  Hospital. 

A  total  of  850  patients  were  admitted  to  the  hospital  during  the 
month,  as  compared  with  926  for  the  preceding  month,  and  932  for 
the  corresponding  month  of  last  year.  The  average  daily  number  of 
patients  in  hospital  was  438  as  compared  with  449  for  the  preceding 
month,  and  450  for  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year. 

Ninety-eight  deaths  occurred  at  the  institution  during  the  month, 
with  (1)  tuberculosis,  (2)  congenital  debility,  and  (3)  organic  diseases 
of  the  heart,  the  chief  causes  in  the  order  named. 

Detailed  statistics  are  shown  in  Table  XV. 

DIVISION  OF  SANITATION. 

The  following  table  shows  the  average  monthly  admission  rate 
from  malaria  among  employees  to  both  hospitals  and  quarters  for 
the  month  of  November,  the  percentages  being  based  on  the  ratio 
of  the  number  of  admissions  from  each  district  to  the  total  number  of 
employees  residing  therein:

The  general  health  conditions  on  the  Canal  Zone  have  been  very 
good  for  the  month  of  November.  While  it  is  true  that  the  total 
number  of  cases  of  malaria  among  employees  has  been  greater  than 
for  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year,  it  is  also  true  that  there  are 
conditions  prevailing  which  did  not  exist  a  year  ago. 

The  camps  for  land  clearing  gangs  of  the  supply  department  have 
been  responsible  for  practically  all  the  cases  of  malaria  outside  of 
those  reported  from  Colon-Cristobal  and  Panama,  and  many  of  these 
are  thought  to  be  chargeable  to  short  stays  in  the  camps.     The  four 
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cases  reported  from  the  Balboa  district  when  investigated  were 
found  to  have  been  out  on  hunting  or  fishing  expeditions  and  must 
have  been  infected  while  out  on  these  expeditions.  This  is  borne 
out  by  the  fact  that  anopheles  mosquitoes  are  practically  unknown 
in  the  Balboa  district.  Among  the  cases  from  the  camps,  investiga- 
tion shows  that  a  very  large  percentage  of  these  are  natives  who  have 
had  malaria  repeatedly,  and  would  not  be  reported  or  sent  to  the 
hospital  now  if  they  were  not  working  for  the  Canal. 

Thirty  primary  infections  have  been  reported  among  employees, 
22  of  which  were  among  employees  working  in  the  following  camps : 
Caimito,  Summit,  West  Paraiso  Cattle  Camp,  ]\Iiraflores  Camp,  and 
Red  Tank,  Four  other  primary  infections  occurred  among  em- 
ployees who  had  been  out  on  hunting  and  fishing  expeditions. 
The  balance  of  the  primary  infections  are  from  Panama  and  Colon- 
Cristobal. 

The  regularly  sanitated  areas  within  the  Zone  are  in  better  condi- 
tion than  ever  before,  and  the  anopheles  catch  in  all  districts  is  very 
much  lower  than  that  shown  on  prewjus  records. 

New  work  is  being  done  by  the  district  sanitary  inspectors  in 
all  districts,  and  has  created  the  keenest  interests  in  obtaining  the 
maximum  results  with  the  minimum  expense.  This  work  is  such 
and  in  such  areas  that  the  maintenance  which  is  eliminated  will 
pay  for  the  work  in  less  than  one  season.  It  seems  highly  desirable 
not  only  to  continue  this  work  but  also  to  inaugurate  the  policy  of 
having  a  grass-cutting  gang  for  each  district,  and  eliminate  the 
surcharge  on  grass  cutting.  All  this  work  must  be  supervised  and 
inspected  by  the  district  sanitary  inspector  whether  it  be  under 
his  immediate  supervision  or  done  by  some  other  division. 

With  the  exception  of  measles  in  the  Balboa  district  the  com- 
municable diseases  have  been  lower  than  for  the  previous  months. 
Thirty-one  cases  of  measles  were  reported  from  Balboa — from  two 
to  four  cases  appeared  in  several  families  and  therefore  represented 
but  few  new  foci  of  infection. 

Panama. 

The  low  rate  for  malaria  for  the  past  two  months  shows  that  our 
inspectors  are  discharging  their  duties  most  efficiently.  The  rate 
is  so  low  as  to  almost  eliminate  malaria  as  a  factor  in  our  morbidity 
or  mortality  statistics,  so  far  as  the  city  limits  of  Panama  are  con- 
cerned. We  are  gradually  pushing  our  antimosquito  work  toward 
the  Sabanas  districts  where  the  majority  of  our  cases  contract  their 
infection.

To  overcome  the  high  prevalence  of  tuberculosis,  educational 
articles  have  been  prepared  for  publication  in  the  local  press. 
Three  articles  have  already  been  prepared  under  the  following 
headings:  "Night  air,''  "Consumption — -Its  prevention  and  cure," 
and  "Tuberculosis  germs  in  dust."  These  articles  will  be  followed 
by  others,  and  it  is  proposed  to  prepare  a  short  pamphlet  on  "Con- 
sumption" for  free,  distribution  all  over  the  city.  Aside  from 
educational  work,  lattice-work  doors  and  windows  are  being  required 
in  tenement  houses  just  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

The  infant  death  rate  is  not  only  considerably  lower  than  last 
month,  but  also  much  lower  than  the  corresponding  month  during 
1916.  This  is  a  particularly  good  showing  since  the  infant  death 
rate  of  nearly  every  month  this  year,  notwithstanding  our  infant 
welfare  work,  and  that  done  by  the  Panamanian  Red  Cross  Society, 
has  exceeded  the  rate  for  corresponding  months  during  1916. 

Forty  cases  of  hookworm  disease  were  reported  during  the  month, 
all  of  which  were  found  among  laborers  employed  by  the  Panama 
Health  Office.  This  represents  over  40  per  cent  of  the  silver  em- 
ployees of  that  office.  Assuming  that  the  average  decrease  in 
efficiency  of  hookworm  sufferers  is  from  30  to  40  per  cent,  it  can 
readily  be  seen  what  a  loss  there  would  be  to  the  Government 
providing  the  same  percentage  of  colored  laborers  in  other  depart- 
ments were  infected.  Hereafter  all  employees  of  the  health  office 
will  be  examined  for  uncinaria  as  a  routine  measure  and  all  infected 
individuals  treated. 

Colon. 


The  large  number  of  malarial  cases  in  Colon  recently  were  no 
'doubt  due  to  the  large  number  of  employees  working  in  outlying 
districts  as  Coco  Solo  and  supply  department  pastures,  where  there 
are  no  antimalarial  measures  used  and  anopheles  mosquitoes  are 
plentiful.  It  is  believed  that  the  reclamation  of  the  swamp  along 
the  Margarita  Road  will  favorably  influence  the  malarial  incidence 
in  this  district. 
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Antimalarial  work  is  progressng  in  the  Mount  Hope  district,  many 
mosquito  breeding  places  having  been  destroyed  during  the  month. 
Open  drains  were  installed  in  Swamps  Nos.  2  and  3  which  will 
take  care  of  the  surface  water  collecting  therein.  Considerable 
reclamation  work  was  done  along  the  Panama  Railroad  in  Swamp 
No.  4,  thus  eliminating  the  largest  anopheles  breeding  area  in  the 
Mount  Hope  district,  which  is  shown  by  the  decrease  of  the  ano- 
pheles catch  in  the  Mount  Hope  Barracks.  The  average  anopheles 
catch  in  these  barracks  two  months  ago  was  250  per  day,  while  at 
"the  present  time  the  catch  is  but  four  to  five  per  day.  A  noted 
decrease  in  catch  is  also  noted  in  the  whole  Mount.  Hope  district. 

The  new  fill  south  of  Sixteenth  Street  and  east  of  E  Street.  Colon, 
is  being  made  and  will  prove  an  additional  sanitary  improvement. 

Old  Dock  No.  3  is  being  demolished,  which  means  that  another 
rodent  harbor  will  soon  be  eliminated. 

The  enforcement  of  the  regulations  which  compels  saloons  and 
cantinas  and  soft  drink  stands  to  install  adequate  plumbing  fijctures 
for  cleansing  purposes  has  met  with  little  opposition.  Fourteen 
closed,  however,  rather  than  bear  the  necessary  expense  of  making 
these  sanitary  improvements.  The  sale  of  soft  drinks  and  the  various 
foods  in  the  streets  of  Colon  is  now  being  satisfactorily  regulated. 

QUARANTINE  DIVISION. 

The  general  work  of  the  quarantine  division  has  been  conducted 
during  the  month  without  special  incident.  Quarantine  conditions 
along  the  west  coast  of  South  America  have  shown  no  changes  worthy 
of  special  mention. 

On  November  21.  1917.  Governor's  circular  700-1  was  issued  re- 
quiring application  of  the  tuberculin  test  to  all  cattle  and  hogs  im- 
ported into  the  Canal  Zone  for  dairy  or  breeding  purposes,  or  to  such 
animals  arriving  in  Canal  Zone  ports  for  transshipment  to  other 
points  when  considered  necessary — ^unless  such  animals  are  accom- 
panied by  a  health  certificate  including  tuberculin  test  chart  exe- 
cuted by  an  inspector  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Animal  Indus- 
try. This  requirement  is  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  intro- 
duction of  tuberculosis  among  domestic  animals  on  the  Canal  Zone — 
the  examinations  by  the  health  department  veterinarians  having 
shown  that  this  disease  practically  does  not  exist  among  the  domestic 
animals  of  this  locality,  while  on  the  other  hand  t  is  of  extreme 
economic  importance  due  to  its  prevalence  among  domestic  animals 
in  the  States.  The  method  of  admitdstering  the  test  is  stated  in  the 
circular,  and  is  subject  to  change  from  time  to  time  in  the  discretion 
of  the  chief  health  officer. 
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No  cases  of  anthrax  were  reported  during  the  month.  The  inspec- 
tions made  by  the  health  department  veterinarians  were  as  follow
